MEMORANDUM. 


Under the law as it at present stands (14 & 15 Yict. c. 68. s. 7) 
the property qualification for members of dispensary committees 
in Ireland, who are not elected or ex-officio guardians, is “ thirty 
pounds at the least.” In consequence of this high qualification 
some of the most eligible ratepayers in some dispensary districts 
are disqualified from acting on their local committees. The 
property qualification for Poor Law guardians in Ireland has been 
reduced to eight pounds, and may be still further reduced by the 
Local Government Board for Ireland ; and the object aimed at in 
the present Bill is to enable the Local Government Board to reduce 
the property qualification for members of any dispensary committee 
in Ireland, whenever it may appear to them advisable to do so.
